WOODMONT'SCONFLAGRATION 


Fire Threatened to Destroy the Re-

NEW HAVEN, Ct., May 25.—Early this 


morning a disasterous fire broke out in a 
row of summer cottages at Woodmont, a 
well known suburban resort. 
A high 


wind was blowing and the flames spread 
rapidly. Ht-lp was summoned from Mil- 
ford and vicinity and the entire borough 
fought the flames. At 4 o'clock the flre 
was raging fiercely and apparently be- 
yond control.

A GLANCE AT 
LOCAL 
HISTORY. 


From the Pen of One Who Was on the 


(Ground During Those Stirring Days. 


The Political Convention of 1860. 


An Editor Changes Front. 


CHAPTER I. 


There can hardly be anything more fit- 


ting in a journalistic point of view than 
just prior to the annual spring observance 
of Memorial or Decoration day, when all 
nature has again marvelously awakened 
into a fresh resurrection of verdure, flower 
and leaf, to turn backward to I860 into the 
local pages of the history of the then two 
villages of North and South Adams, the 
former now the latest born city in the 
grand old Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts and rapidly cutting its metropolitan 
eye teeth and the latter the largest town 
therein in point of population and wealth 
of manufacturing entcprise. 


It was after the infamous Fugitive 


Slave Law had grown so obnoxious as to 
become practically ignored by citizenship 
generally, after John Brown of Ossawa- 
ton,ia had been hung by Qov. Wise in 
Virginia for the insurrectionary attack 
upon Harper's Ferry, Charles Sumner had 
baen so brutally assaulted by Brooks in the 
U. S. Senate, Kansas had struggled up into 
free statehood through a track of patroit 
blood, and to a few brighter minds had 
dawned the possibility that American 
slavery could only be wiped out by arms 
instead of further diplomacy and com- 
promise, that the people of Northern 
Berkshire became suddenly awakened to 
the subject. 


TheHoosac Valley News, which had 


been established by W. H. Phillips in Au- 
gust) 1857, and conducted by him as a 
neutral and independent newspaper, but 
which had never refrained from denounc- 
ing the crime oi slaveholding and party 
perfidy in supporting it by the passage of 
servile laws and by cringing obedience to 
slavedriving politicians on the part of 
northern demagogue's of whatever party 
stripe, suddenly changed its front March 
8, I860, and hoisted at the head of its col- 
umns the names of William H. Seward of 
New York for president and Cassius M. 
Clay of Kentucky for vice-president, "sub- 
ject to the decision of the RepnbLoin 
convention at Chicago." 


In announcing his change of front from 


independent neutrality and on donning 
the chain armor of a Republican editor 
after stating that he sought the speedy 
and total annihilation of the national 
crime of slavery as the only means of 
preserving the Republic inviolate, this ed- 
itor struck the true key to the situation 
jn this inspired editorial: 


"In view of our past predilections, and 


beholding in the distance of a twelve- 
month a contest which must tell upon 
the future of this land, we do not feel 
like lingering behind the door-posts of 
neutrality, and letting our kinsmen in 
sentiment again go out to battle without 
our company and co-operation. Already 
do we behold in all parts of the land pre- 
parations for the campaign of I860, when 
the political 
armies of freedom shall 


strike swords with the defenders of slave 
tyranny, the chain, the fetter, and the 
manacle. From every State in the Union 
we seam to hear the combined clinking 
of the political and warlike hammers 
forging the weapons of actual war, tight. 
ening and riveting more compactly the 
helmets and shields for a coming deadly 
struggle at arms between the right and 
the wrong." 


It was at the Charleston democratic 


presidential convention the 
following 


April that the rule or ruin policy of the 
slave holding oligarchy showed its politi- 
cal hand as a herald of armed hostilities by 
the secession from that convention of ISO 
delegates from eleven southern states, re- 
fusing to give in adherence to Stephen A. 
Douglas as the democratic candidate, and 
which afterwards put in separate nomina- 
tion for president John C. Breckenridge 
of Kentucky. This act opened the eyes 
of large numbers who had heretofore 
acted with the democratic party and they 
at once joined the Republican ranks. 
Douglas was born in Brandon, Vt., and 
emigrated- with his parents to Illinois 
when but two years o!9, but although he 
declared openly "that he didn't care 
whether slavery was voted up or down," 
the slave power had no use for him and 
no further use for the democrats who de- 
manded his candidature. They must have 
a pliant tool and Douglass did not fill the 
bill. 


When the 
Republican convention 


assembled at Chicago the May following 
the only strong man in the nation's view 
for presidential nomination was William 
H. Seward of New York. In fact he was 
a leader in the first and second ballots, 
when Abraham Lincoln unexpectedly 
came to the front on the third ballot with 
350 votes to 184 for Seward. The thrusting 
forward of Lincoln at this critical juncture 
in our national history and affairs, was 
the work of that master-mind in jour- 
nalism, Horace Greeley of the New York 
Tribune. This one deed coupled with the 
distinguished and patriotic service which 
this, the only Napoleon of American jour- 
nalists rendered to the Republican party 
and ths nation during the war and after- 
ward, should consign to oblivion all 
mistakes of his head and great heart in an 
honest but futile attempt to personally 
take the helm of governmental affairs 
later on in the hope to more speedily 
settle national and sectional vexed ques- 
tions which time alone could adjudicate. 


Just previous to this nomination, U. 3. 


Marshall Beach of Troy had undertaken 
for his Maryland master to return a 
young octoroon, 
Charles 
Nalle, 
to 


slavery. 
The 
colored 
men of the 


city had appealed to that fearless 
foe to the slaveholding power, Hon. Mar- 
tin I. Townaend, to get Nalle out of the 
clutches of his 
captors. 
Nalle had 


had been remanded by the United States 
authorities after a secret trial, to his mas- 


ter, but Townsend recured a writ of habeas 
corpus from Judge Qould, though while 
having Nalle in charge a great mob of 
infuriated people set Nalle at liberty; and 
although he was again arrested it again 
rescued him and sent him flyin g to Canada 
with the North Star for his lantern. This 
event caused great excitement in Northern 
Berkshire, and coupled with warlike 
rumors and treasonable southern utter- 
ances and acts served to work its popula- 
tion up into a high fever heat. 


A Lincoln and Hamlin club was formed 


in North Adams with A. W. 'Preston as 
president and vice-presidents in every 
school district. 
Campaign flags were 


thrown out and Wide Awake clubs were 
formed and uniformed in nearly every 
town in the county, and the memory of 
those big black enameled cloth capes, 
with their yellow borders, and the tall 
staff surmounted with kerosene torch- 
lamps will be ever fresh in the minds of 
those living who participated in those 
great processions and marchings, as well 
as with those who were 
spectators. 


Several years previous a man named Hal- 
pin had written a book which had been 
widely circulated, and which affirmed 
that the 
patriotism and 
capability 


for 
sacrifice 
of 
self 
and 
means 


for country and principle's sake had 
expired in the Yankee heart. That it was 
hard to find a Yankee who would not sell 
out his citizenship for filthy dollars. 
In 


fact, on looking over the field before the 
national trouble clouds began to dot oar 
skies, it looked as if Halpin was not much 
out of the nay. 
But demonstration!* on 


the part of old and young, rich and poor, 
alike, began to proudly show up as the 
days grew 
darker for the republic, 


and new fires were rapidly kindling 
in hearts and eyes as the times pregnant 
with bran new experiences and* happen- 
ings came treading up in close locked-atep. 


In the meantime the Republicans had 


nominated John A. Andrew of Boston for 
governor and John Z. Goodrich of Stock- 
bridge for lieutenant, and the Democrats 
the famous Bell and Everett ticket. It 
was Saturday afternoon, Oct. 20, when 
John A. Andrew made a speech to a great 
gathering of Northern Berkshire citizens 
in front of the "Berkshire," now the 
Richmond house, whose old low roofed 
piazza has in the past held up more dis- 
tinguished national characters than any 
one spot in all North Adams. 
In this 


visit the afterwards great war-governor 
of Massabhusetts, of noble bearing, of 
courteous and manly speech and of a 
diamond mine richness, wisdom and depth 
of thought, won all hearts. It was the 
Editor of the Hoosac Valley News who 
wrote of this visit. "He lifted our radiant 
naif still higher, and shouted in fuller and 
nterner tones the bravo watch-words of a 
growing and immortal struggle."

EDSON T. BROWN'S ESCAPE. 


Struck In the Temple by a Ball From a 


Revolver. 


Bdson T. Brown, son of Dr. Wallace B. 


Brown, narrowly escaped death late Sat- 
urday evening by the discharge of a 32- 
calibre revolver in his room at the 
Berkshire Hills Sanatorium. 


Young Brown went into his room nbout 


11.30 o'clock and had been there but a few 
moments when the report of the revolver 
was heard by the night watchman. The 
watchman and several attendants, who 
also heard the shot hastened to the room 
where the young man sleeps and on open- 
ing the door found him holding his head 
in his hands and in much pain. He told 
the attendants that his pistol had been 
discharged in some unknown way while 
he was examining it and that he feared he 
was badly injured. A telephone message 
was sent to the Wilson house drug store 
in hopes of finding Dr. Brown and a horse 
and carriage was dispatched on a run for 
Dr. Stafford. 


Dr. Stafford and Dr. Wallace Brown 


were quickly found and were at the sana- 
torium inside of twenty minutes atter the 
accident occurred. The young man had 
at no time lost consciousness and when 
the physican and his father arrived he re- 
lated to them the details of the mishap. 
The ball had struck his head close to the 
right temple and at such an angle that it 
failed to penetrate the skull. The bullet 
passed under the scalp for about three 
inches and came out in the hair. The 
skull was slightly dented but not seriously 
injured. 


The news of the accident was reported 


on Main street in a few moments after it 
occurred and the rumor that Edson Brown 
had attempted to commit suicide gained 
rapid circulation and caused considerable 
wonderment, as no one who knew the 
young man could think of any cause for 
such a rash act. A representative of the 
TBASBCRIPT called at the sanatorium 
within a half-hour after the mishap and 
was very courteously received by Dr. 
Brown, who was ready to give what in- 
formation he could upon the matter. He 
stated that his son had seemed in the best 
of humor at supper time and that he had 
been about town with his friends during 
the evening. The idea that he attempted 
self-destruction was thought too prepos- 
terous to be even considered. 


While the accident is regretted there is 


cause for congratulation that it did not 
prove fatal. Mr. Brown's condition is as 
favorable as could be expected after such 
an injury and it is expected he will be out 
of possible danger in a few days.

the sexton, who refused them. One of 
the disaffected deacons read from the 
steps of the church a notice calling a 
special meeting for Monday evening to 
chose a pastor and to transact some other 
business which the disaffected members 
want and which will give them the power, 
as against the present party who are in 
possession. 


It is thought there will be a good deal 


of trouble in gaining admission to the 
church to hold a meeting at this time. 
It will be recollected that the present 
party in power were refused entrance to 
the church and the newly elected tru*»l£es 
broke into the church and have had pos- 
session since. There has been much bad 
blood between the members of this church, 
of some 100 members, since the annual 
meeting and the outcome of this move is 
looked for with great interest. 


At 8 o'clock Sunday a party of some 


twelve men, mostly disaffected members, 
and including three former deacons 
headed by F. A. Martin, one of the dea- 
cons 
went 
to 
the .vestry 
door 


where they called for the keys to the 
church from the sexton. As these keys 
were refused them an agreement was 
made to meet at the church at the noon 
hour, and, it is supposed, they thought 
the doors would then be opened for the 
Sunday school. 
But the officers of the 


school organized and adjourned the exer- 
cises as was also the Young People's 
meeting to be held In the evening, to 
another time, thereby preventing the 
doors being opened when the intruders 
were fast to gain admittance without 
force. 


As this party were finally baffled in 


their scheme Martin knocked upon the 
door of the church and asked of the 
Harding party a dozen of whom were in- 
side the church with the doors fastened, 
to allow them to get in to read a notice 
of a meeting, but they were refused ad. 
mittance. 


Then as they failed to work this scheni, 


ing trick while Pastor Harding was away 
which m any say, is a questionable attempt 
to take advantage of Mr. Harding's being 
away. A lengthy, and clerically studied 
notice of a meeting was read from the 
steps, which is r.ot in accord with usual 
church rules as understood, and a list of 
signers to the paper also was read claiming j 
to be more than half of the membership i 
of the church. An entrance to the church , 
tonight will be by force, if at all, ab t 
was guarded Sunday and last evening,: n t 
probably will be guarded 
today and 


tonight. 


The pastor, Rev. E. N. Harding, has 


been hired by the church for a year. 


Lawyer Couch had been employed by 


the anti-Harding forces, and it is said 
they will get possession of the church 
peacefully but surely tonight.

A SUNDAY EVENING SERMON. 


On thj Religious Agitation and Unrest In 


This City. 


There was a large congregation at the 


Universalist church Sunday evening! 
when Rev. A. B. Church preached a ser- 
mon on the religious agitation and unrest 
in this city. He took tor his test John 
XVII: 21: "That they all may be one." 


Mr. Church announced that in what he 


should say he would be voicing no clan 
or party, or trying to stir up -public con- 
troversy, but should speak his own indi- 
vidual convictions. 


First in the history of the human race, 


we find individualism, a condition in 
which every man looked out for himself 
first. Then came Christian development 
and the alruistic idea, or the good of the 
whole social body. 
Christianity turns 


from individualism to collectivism. 


As an illustration of this principle the 


United States government was pointed to. 
Under this government every one has 
rights which are subject to the rights of 
the whole. There is no absolute freedom, 
but all are free up to the point where 
they verge upon the rights of their fel- 
low men. 


Our government secures to all the 


right to worship as they please, provided 
they disturb no one else. And so we have 
in this country as many as 100 different 
denominations and sects, and the gov- 
ernment is pledged to the protection of 
them all. There is no line to be drawn 
against any man on account of his relig- 
ions belief. No one has a right to speak 
against any religious belief, but should 
raise both voice and hand against any- 
thing which threatens the perpetuity of 
of the Union. 


Mr. Church spoke of the American 


public school system, which he pro- 
nounced the corner stone of the Union, 
and a system superior to any other for the 
production of good citizens. As a menace, 
said Mr. Church, we have more to fear 
irom the professional politicians than 
from any institution. 
1C is these men 


who cultivate the idea of the Irish vote, 
the Italian vote, the German vote, etc. 
Our party divisions are bad enough with- 
out bringing in any such divisions as 
these. I stand for the maintenance of 
the Union, not through proscription of 
religion, but by a true, patriotic, Christian 
American citizenship. 


In speaking of local conditions Mr. 


Church said we need leas politics and 
more patriotic citizenship. 
We do not 


need sectarian agitation or the creation 
of religious opposition. Anything of this 
kind is wholly un-American and un- 
Christiau. I have lived in this city six 
years and have studied affairs, and have 
found North Adams almost a leader in 
Christian harmony and good fellowship. 
I have found no other place where the 
whole people were so united. We have had 
peace, and it was not the peace of ignor- 
ance. We have free speech and we have 
intelligence here. The different denomi- 
nations have been ready at all times to 
join in any movement for the public wel- 
fare. The Union church at BlacEinton 
js a charming example of this Christian 
unity, and it is little less than sacrilege to 
distrust this condition. 


But by recent local developments we find 


Christian unity sacrificed to bigotry and 
denominational disruption. Hatred and 
condemnation have come in, and in place 
of kind words and kind feelings there are 
harsh words and bitter feelings. 


Mr. Church did not know bow this 


spirit of hatred had been brought in or 
who was responsible for it, but it was 
wholly un-Christian and to be greatly 
deplored. He announced that next Sun- 
day evening he should preach on some 
ways of realizing social harmony. 


RUDELY ENDED.

by Police Officers.

Art b Ichlkow* Dsnjlro, Ninth of tbe 
Name—Why Shabmpcare'i Plays Are Hot 
Anted In Japan—Extreme Realism. 


Ichlkawa Danjiro, Japan's most 
fa- 


pioiis Thespian, is the ninth actor to bear 
his historic name. In 1060, tbe dawn of 
tho dramatic evolution, it was first adopted 
by B. talented man whose genius did much 
to raise the stage from crudity and disrep- 
utable surroundings. 


The present Danjiro has rare hlstrlonlo 


power nnd marvelous agility as a dancer. 
Possessed of groat versatility, ho is equally 
at home in comedy, tragedy and female 
personation. Ho hns nn oval face, slightly 
oblique eyes, (sensitive nostrils, n mobile 
mouth nnd a clear, sharp enunciation. 


Visiting Danjiro in his dressing room is 


a mere monetary transaction. 
A czar ou 


his throne is no more of an autocrat than 
this actor in his little kingdom back of the 
foolliglits. Four valets ars constantly ot 
his side, and tho whole theater staff stands 
ready to answer his beck and call. 
Throughout a high priced visitor's Inter- 
view ho maintains a lordly bearing, upon 
which tha most fulsome flattery has no ef- 
fect. Upon several occasions ho hns shout- 
ed from his dressing rooms to the stage an 
order commanding the actors to lengthen 
tho scene that ho might enjoy another cup 
of tea. At night wheu he leaves the stage 
door liia profession is left behind. 


At homo Dnnjiro is a good representa- 


tive o£ the Japanese gentleman. Meeting 
him then is quite a different matter. Ono 
he considers a commercial transaction, tho 
other social, nnd demeans himself accord- 
ingly. He greeted us with three profound 
bows, each time touching the floor with 
his forohead. 
Through an interpreter ho 


talked most entertainingly o£ his art, the 
history of the drama and»he English stage. 
Concerning Shakespcarffhs said: 
"I am often asked by Europeans why I 


havo not played Shakespeare's plays. 
It 


is for this reason: All that hava been ax- 
plained to me put women too prominently 
in the foreground—make them nil heroines 
—and that would not be accepted on tho 
Japanese stage." 


Fame nnd success are not without theii1 


penalties. Danjiro has nearly BO retainers 
of various kinds, and they, with their ex- 
travagant habits, easily manage to dispose 
of his $30,000 income. 


Danjiro talked freely of the developmout 


of tho drama in Japan and of the present 
condition of theatrical affairs. In Japan 
every actor's rank and salary are deter- 
mined by a guild of his elders. Merit 
alouo succeeds. Bridge jumping and well 
advertised divoroe court records are not 
used as claims for recognition. 


Kuch theater has several dependent tea- 


houses. Through them tickets in the 
shapo of wooden Allots nrepurehased, and 
arrangements for tea and meals served 
during the p!ny aro made. Every one 
smokes. Children romp about the house 
mid on tho stage before tho curtain during 
the intermission, aud the demeanor of the 
audience is quite as interesting as tbe 
play.

SICILY'S BRIGANDS. 


tHOSE OF RECENT YEARS MERELY 


BANDED ASSASSINS. 


twenty Yean ABO Brigandage Had a Fla- 


vor of Romance—Later the Bands Were 
Composed Chiefly of Murderer* and Other 
Criminals—HtntteTa of Record* 


It has been the fashion of late year's 


among Sicilians to epeak of brlgaudago ns 
a thing of the pact, says Sciplo Sighele lu 
the Archives d'Anthropologle Criminelle, 
but. as a matter of fact one band of Sicilian 
brigands has flourished in the district ct 
Snu Maura (or the past sis or seven years 
and is not yat quite destroyed. This band, 
perhaps tha last of the long lino of Sicilian 
brigands, is simply an association of assas- 
sins without: any of the romance attached 
to some of the profession. 


Sicilian brigandage of 20 years ago had 


»bout it the flavor of romance. For ex- 
ample, Baron Sigardi, Tiding out one day 
in 1874 with some friends, was suddenly 
surrounded by a larger body of horsemen 
under the brigand Capraro. 
The baron 


and his party were courteously told that 
they were prisoners, and tha whole caval- 
cade proceeded some distance until the 
baron was singled out and politely re- 
quested to permit himself to be blindfold- 
ed. Some hours Inter he found himself in 
an elegantly appointed hougeKwhero he 
dined sumptuously at a table furnished 
with beautiful linen and handsome silver, 
all the luxuries of the season, and even ice, 
being served. After tho payment of a ran- 
som of $30,000 tha baron was ogalu put in 
possession of his wateh nnd bank cotes 
nnd escorted almost to the railway station. 
At parting with him bis escort begged the 
honor of being permitted to kiss his hand. 


San Mauro lies 69 miles from Palermo 


and S'i tram Cefalu. 
The latter place ia 


reached by a ride of six hours in a dili- 
gence over rough mountain roads. Tbe 
people of San Mauro ore mostly field la- 
borers and almost 6,000 in number. A 
band of brigands infested the region from 
1870 to 1876. 
They were 16 in number, 


under the leaders Roooa and Rinaldlni. 
They were olad in a uniform ot blue vel- 
vet, riding boots and a distinctive Imt. 
Each wore upon his finger a ring with tho 
initial "B," in honor of the leaders. They 
were nrmed with double barreled carbines, 
revolvers and poniards.

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SAT IN A .HISTORIC SENATE. 


Tboma» I« Cllneman Was Colleague of 


C1»T and Webster. 


The news that ex-Senator Thomas La- 


nier Clingmanhas entered a home for Con- 
federate soldiers in North Carolina, broken 
in health and in purse, has excitod the 
deepest sympathy among those who knew 
the old man in his pnlmy days and in re- 
cent years. He has been a familiar figure 
about the capital, and it was only lately 
that his presence was missed from the cor- 
ridors and the floor of the senate. 


K was a daily sight, just after the ses- 


sion of the senate began, to see the gaunt 
gray figure, straight as an Indian despite 
the burden o£ ago, walk into the chamber 
and take a seat in an unobtrusive corner. 


Snow white hair, scant of growth, partly 


covered his head, and snowy whiskers 
served to hide the hollow cheeks. Occa- 
sionally a senator would stop for a word, 
and tho aged Solon would seize the oppor- 
tunity to tell oE hia antitobacoo cure, which 
hns been his hobby for many years. 


To see Cliiigman in his poverty stricken 


old age one found it hard to picture him 
as a, power In a body of great men, such as 
Clay, Webster and Calhoun. Yet he was 
quite prominent, if not BO famous, in the 
proceedings which marked the historic 
tiuiu when they were his colleagues. Clay 
was his idol, and when Webster made his 
grent 7th of March speech he sat on the 
arm of Ciay's chair, his hand affectionately 
resting on the great Kentuokian's shoul- 
der. That was in the old senate chamber, 
where the federal supreme court now holds 
its sessions. With Andrew Jackson as his 
companion he led the senate into the old 
hall of representatives, now Statuary hall, 
to hear John Qninoy Adams deliver his 
eulogy on Lafayette. 


His friendship for Clay led to a duel be- 


tween himself and Congressman Yancey 
of Alabama, growing out of a speech de- 
livered about the causes that led to Clay's 
defuat. The ground selected for the meet- 
ing was near Washington, perhaps at Bla- 
dcnsburg. Pistols were the weapons, and 
one shot was exchanged without effect. 
He*e the seconds, Charles Lee Jones, the

Hauro brigands suddenly appeared in the 
haunts ot the old bond. The leaders were 
5Iolcliiorre Candino and Placido Emaldini, 
a relative of the other brigand chief. The 
newcomers with their chiefs numbered 11. 
They wore almost the same uniform ns 
their predecessors, though the blue velvet 
was sometimes replaced, with reddish 
brown, yellow or black. They had the 
spurred riding boots and good horses, but 
not the multitude of devices for disguise, 
as a Imndkerchinf covering part of tho face 
served their purpose. Candino is a peasant 
of San Matiro. He took the field in May, 
1889, after having done four murders. 
Within a year Hiuuldini nnd nine other 
brigands, ull froni the region of San Mau- 
ro, had joined him. 
Within tho next two 


years the band assassinated more than 20 
persons,. 


This new band of San Mauro flourished 


by reason of deep seated principles of the 
Sicilian nature. 
Many of their murders 


wero done for the private revenge of indi- 
vidual brigands. .Others were by way of 
punishment for what the brigands esteem 
treachery, the revelation o£ the movements 
of tha band to the soldiery or the bearing 
o{ truthful witness in court against cap-

Tho public career of Senator Clingman 


has been a remarkable one. He is now 83 
years of ago, and more than 20 of these 
were spent in legislative assemblies. Grad- 
uating from tho University of North Caro- 
lina at 20, he was soon after elected to tho 
state legislature, and in ISiO was promot- 
ed by the electors to the state senate. From 
December, 1843, to June, 1858, ho served 
continuously as a representative of North 
Carolina in congress, with the exception 
ot one term, participating during this ex- 
tended period in nearly all important tic- 
bates, particularly in those relating to 
foreign affairs, from his prominent position 
of chairman of the committee having that 
Cold in charge. During this service ho es- 
tablished o record for attendance, never 
missing a day's session. 


His senatorial career began in 1838 


through appointment to fill tlie unexpircd 
term of Senator Asa Biggs who resigned 
to aocept a federal judgeship. He was sub- 
sequently elected to succeed liimselJ from 
March 4, 1801, but tho term was never bo- 
gun. 
In tho preceding January Clingmau 


withdrew from tha senate with other 
southern members, participated as a com- 
missioner from North Carolina in the Con- 
federate congress in May, aud in July was 
formally expelled from the senate.

Imparoial from Havana says that the 
cruiser Ensenada, which left Havana 
Saturday with Capt.-Gen. Weyler and 
his staff on board, their intention be- 
ing to make a brief inspection of the 
troops and defences on the northwest 
coast, stranded in at Cabanas, a short 
distance to the westward of Havana. 
Tugs were sent to her assistance, and 
Gen. Weyler and his staff were trans- 
ferred to another vessel.

Martin, who was the recog- 


nized king of the drummers, was ar- 
rested several days for drumming 
without wearing a badge and heavily 
fined by the police judge.

This the mayor positively refused to 
cV> and started towards his home.

Germany will acquire a position in

which is already felt in Cape Town. 
The general situation, the Neueste 
Nachrichten continues, has undergone 
a change, and the- Boers now indirect- 
ly receive support, of which time will 
plainly display the effects.

purchasers of German 


manufactures are devoting a great deal 
of attention to the Industrial exhibi- 
tion, which is now running smoothly. 
Several orders have been lodged by 
Americans with one of the largest Ger- 
man firms engaged in the manufacture 
of machinery, aggregating 
100,000 


marks. Exhibitors of dry goods, how- 
ever, complain of an utter lack of 
American orders. A great dea-1 of in- 
terest is being taken in the Hungarian 
millennial celebration at Budapest, to 
which place it is expected that a large 
number of people will go from Ger- 
many during the summer. Reports re- 
ceived here say that there were more 
than 200 Americans in Budapest last 
week, the majority of whom went 
from there to Moscow to witness the 
coronation ceremonies. Before going, 
however, they ordered rooms reserved 
for them pending their return.

Withrow's 
sermon 
yesterday 


created a positive sensation among1 the 
commissioners. 
Moderators' sermons 


in the past years, especially since the 
Briggs trouble, hare been characterized 
by earnest and eloquent appeals to the 
commissioners to stand up in defense 
of the truth of the Scriptures and the 
standards at -any cost. These sermons 
have come from staunch conservatives. 
Now it is the liberals who are smiling. 
Moderator Withrow's sermon 
was 


characterized as a veritable plea for 
peace and work, which, following upon 
the conciliatory sermon of Moderator 
Booth, seems to mark a new era In the 
Presbyterian quarrel. One ministerial 
commissioner said, in speaking of yes- 
terday's sermon: "Dr. Withrow pave 
the committees to the conservatives 
and taffy to the liberals." Another 
minister said: "Such a presentation of 
the character and work of Jesus Christ 
as made by the moderator yesterday is 
unworthy of a Presbyterian pulpit." Dr. 
Withrow preached upon the subject of 
love being stronger than violence in 
the advancement of Christ's kingdom. 
He made a strong plea for peace in the 
church. 


Controversies Harmfnl. 


In his introduction he compared the 


spirit of violence and the spirit of love 
as exemplified in the ministry of 
Christ.. He said that Christ might, if | 
he chose, have cast Caesar from his | 
capital and have thrown Herod off his 
throne and have introduced a new re- 
gime of righteousness. But he did not. 
No weakling was ever less disposed to 
strike a strong man than Jesus was to. 
join a struggle with ruling powers and I 
prevailing wrongs. Only one exhibi- 
tion of irretistible energy it, recalled, j 
as when he used only a little switch of 
small cords to cleanse the temple, 
when he might have swept it with a 
cyclone of indignation which would 
not have left a single trader alive. He 
said that the bitter controversies dur 
ing- the first three centuries had done 
much to hinder the spread of Chris 
tianity, and that the controversies of 
the last five years, during which the 
church has been striving to defend the 
word of God from the attacks of the 
higher critics, had been harmful and 
had hindered the preaching of the 
gospel. 


Beaton for a Big Deficit. 


He called to mind the fact that at 


the time of the reunion of the old 
school and the new school branches 
the assembly asked the church to raise 
a memorial fund of 95,000,000. The 
church responded by raising nearly 
(7,000,000. 
Last year the assembly 


asked for 11,000,000 to commemorate 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of this 
reunion.

amount to one-half of the sum asked. 
The preacher said that the reason for 
this deficit was known to all. He at 
tributed it to the position which the 
church had taken against those, who 
had attacked its standards. He said 
that the spirit of the church should 
not be that of the "Lion of the tribe 
of Judah," but that of the "Lamb of 
God." 
He said that zoologists be- 


lieved that in 100 years the lion tribe 
would be extinct. He thought that 
the world would get along well enough 
without lions, and that the church 
would get along without the men who 
had the lion's spirit. ' 'There may have 
been some reason for them once, but 
as Judah's lion was to Calvary's Lamb 
so is the world in want of those whose 
loving heart anA not their awful head 
and eye and determination to rule 
everybody will mostly 
characterize 


them, especially in the 
church of 


Christ." 


Grizzled Old Fighter. 


It were not wonderful if a grizzled 


old fighter, hearing what has been 
said of love being better for the world 
than bickering, baekbitings and beat- 
ing one another, should grind his teeth 
and grumble: "Oh, fudge! That is only 
dayllabub and calf meat. Give us the 
strong meat on which our fathers 
fought and died."

Consecration of the Imperial Standard la 


the Armory In the Kremlin. 


Moscow, May 25.—In the armory in 


the Kremlin at 3:30 yesterday after- 
noon took place the interesting cere- 
mony of the consecration of the im- 
perial standard. This standard will be 
a feature of the coronation to-morrow, 
when the emperor will swear allegi- 
ance to the colors In the Cathedral of 
the Assumption. At one end of the' 
room was a sort of altar, on which was 
a golden vessel filled with nith conse- 
crated water. In the center was a 
golden cross, at either side of which, 
were lighted candles. The standard, 
hanging from a staff, was hold by a 
color-bearer, who stood at the left of 
the altar. The bishops and priests of 
the Kremlin cafcedrals, in gorgeous 
chasuables of gold cloth, attended l»y 
acolytes bearing censers, stood in 
front of the altar, while at the right 
was the imperial male choir from St. 
Petersburg, dressed in black, with 
crimson cloaks. Behind the priests, 
at a little distance from them, was the 
emperor and all the members of the 
imperial family present in Moscow 
with their respective suites and ladies 
of honor. A short religious service 
was held, composed of prayers and re- 
sponses and an anthem by the choir. 
The standard was sprinkled with holy 
water and formally consecrated by the 
metropolitan of Moscow. 


Kissed the Cross and Priest'* Hands. 
At the end of the service, during the 


singing of the choir, all of the members 
of the imperial family filed before 
the 
altar 
and 
kissed 
the cross 


and the 
hands of the priest who 


bore it, after which the standard was 
taken from this room to another apart- 
ment to be safely guarded until'the 
coronation to-morrow. After the ser- 
vice the emperor and empress drove 
back to the Alexandrina palace, 
escorted by a squadron of cuirassiers. 
They received along the entire route 
the loyal acclamations of the people. A 
grand review of all the regiments was 
to take place here at noon, yesterday, 
but, as it was raining heavily, it was 
decided to abandon it. Later the rain 
ceased and the sun shone brightly. 
Large crowds of people continue to 
arrive daily, adding to the great multi- 
tude already here to witness the cere- 
monies attending the coronation.
